Specification 

The amendment to the specification filed 27 April 2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior 10 the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Seto et al., U.S. Patent Application US 2003/0083188 
Al, now U.S. Patent 6,753,280. 
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Seto et al. discloses a glass having overlapping ranges of the components as recited in 
claims 1-3, 5-8, and 10. See Abstract and paragraphs [0013], [0020]-[0029], [0049], [0062]- 
[0067], and [0069]-[0078]. Seto et al. discloses a glass having overlapping ranges of the 
properties as recited in claims 1, 4, 9, and 11-14. See Abstract and paragraphs [0068], [0079], 
and [0080]. The compositional and property ranges of Seto et al. are sufficiently specific to 
anticipate the glass as recited in claims 1-14. See MPEP 2131.03. 

However, Seto et al. does not disclose any examples that anticipate claims 1-14. 

Therefore, in the alternative to the § 102 rejection the reference discloses a composition 
that has overlapping ranges of components with the instant claimed glass, and overlapping 
ranges have been held to establish prima facie obviousness. See MPEP 2144.05. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would expect that a glass with overlapping compositional 
ranges would have the same T 350 , T 550 , and Tn 0 o properties as recited in claim 1. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Seto et al., U.S. Patent 6,624,102. 

Seto et al. discloses a glass having overlapping ranges of the components as recited in 
claims 1-3, 5-8, and 10. See Abstract and column 3, lines 1-37, column 4, lines 40-65, and 
column 5, lines 46-50. Seto et al. discloses a glass having overlapping ranges of the properties as 
recited in claims 1, 4, 9, and 11-14. See Abstract and column 3, lines 38-50 and column 7, lines 
51-63. The compositional and property ranges of Seto et al. are sufficiently specific to anticipate 
the glass as recited in claims 1-14. See MPEP 2131.03. 

However, Seto et al. does not disclose any examples that anticipate claims 1-14. 

Therefore, in the alternative to the § 102 rejection the reference discloses a composition 
that has overlapping ranges of components with the instant claimed glass, and overlapping 
ranges have been held to establish prima facie obviousness. See MPEP 2144.05. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would expect that a glass with overlapping compositional 
ranges would have the same T 350 , T 550 , and Tnoo properties as recited in claim 1.

The additional references cited on the 892 have been cited as art of interest since they are 
considered to be cumulative to or less than the art relied upon in the rejections above, 
Specifically U.S. Patent Application 2001/0018393A1, now U.S. Patent 6,468,934 and U.S. 
Patent Application 2005/0020430A1, now U.S. Patent 7,151,065.
